For Farm Storage 


Winnipeg, Oct. 2.—The Canad. 
ian Wheat Board announced today 
the basis upon which it will pay 
storage on wheat stored by produc 
ers and subsequently delivered to 
the board between Nov. 1, 1940 
and July 31, 1941. ‘8 

The rate of payment. will be 1-45 
of a cent a bushel per day, the same 
as that which applies on wheat 
stored in country elevators. The 
board’s fixed price on the date of 
actual delivery to country elevators 
will be the basis of payment. 

Farm storage will begin Oct. 8 
and will be paid on all grades of 
wheat delivered to the Board be- 
twecn Nov. 1, 1940 and July 31, 1941 

The following table of prices for 
No, 1 Northern shows the basis 
upon which fatm storage will be 
paid to producers by the board:

September 28th is the annivers- 
ary of the landing of the Normans 
on the shores of Britain in 1006. 

The Normans assembled 3,000 
vessels a n.d 60,000 men on the 
French Coast during August, ‘nd 
in September, as a Tuse, pretend- 
ed to disperse their fleet and army, 

The Normans then arranged for 
a force of Norwegians to invade 
the northern part of Britain. The 
Saxton King Harold took his army 
from the South Coast to repel the 
Norwegians, and while he was do- 
ing this the Normans landed at 
Pevensey in Sussex. The Norman 
Army, however, had to rest on 
the South Coast sixteen days be- 
fore they were ready to fight, and 
then on October 14th, 1066, was 
fought the battle of Hastings. 
The Britons lost because they 
were unable in time to reassemble 
their ships and soldiers which had 
gone north to fight the Norweg- 
ians, 

The Battle of Hastings sowed 
the seeds which finally blossomed 
into the British Empire, one of 
the branches of which is Canada, 
which became the wheat granary 
of Britain; and now Hitler is try- 
ing to destroy, on the South Eng- 
lish Coast the great British Emp- 
ire started on that very spot by 
the Normans in 1066, 

Hitler likes anniversaries, so we 
must watch out during the month 
of October.

Red Cross has been battered _by 
Nazi bombs There were no casualties 
The service provided by the Club 
has been cafried on in other quarters 
and there will be no let up in the 
work. This was the second time 
within a week that Canadian Red 
Cross proverty in London had been 
damaged by air raids, 


Canadian Red Cross workers are 
continuing their efforts day and 
night in England on behalf of 
people left injured and homeless by 
enemy raids, Mra. Plumptre, Chair- 
man of W ar Activities, stated, 
“Thousands of articles of clothing 
and hospital supplies as well as tons 
of food are being distributed daily 
The Canadian Red Cross has cabled 
ten thousand dollars to its London 
Office to purchase urgently needed 
boots and shoes for homeless child- 
ren. This is in addition to the ten 
thousand pairs of rubber boots beiug 
shipped from Canada in response 
to an urgent appeal from London. 
Thousands of blankets stored in 
Canadian Red Cross warehouses in 
England are being distributed daily 
and in response to a cable received 
last week, ten thousand more will 
go forward from Canada at once.

Household Hints 


A black cow feeds on green grass, 
yet gives white milk: Plums may 
be green when they are red. Grapes 
may be ripe when they are green,

aby green tinge it may have. Fruit 
growers call this the “green tinge 
mystery”. The oranges may be 
highly colored in Wearch or April 
before they are really ripe. Ae the 
suramer sun increases in intensity, 
the sugar content of the fruit is in- 
creased, but some oranges, partictu- 
larly the outside ones that are not 
shielded from the sun, begin to show 
green around the tip.
